They are the m ain arte ries of busi­ 
ness, the chief source of wages and 
trad e in m any places. T heir supply 
orders are a large item in thousands 
of shops and factories. T hey operate 
on borrow ed money.

W ith a maxim um w orking fund of 
$2,000,000,000 it probably will be cre­ 
ated by congress soon afte r the holi­ 
days. 
It is a question not only of relief 
for the railroads but for all who de­ 
pend on their earnings. The railroads 
are A m erica’s greatest industry, ex­ 
cepting agriculture. Valued at about 
$25,000,000,000 they reach into practi­ 
cally every com m unity—geographical 
and financial. 
T hey are the m ain arteries of busi­ 
ness, the chief source of wages and 
trad e in m any places. Their supply 
orders are a large item in thousands 
of shops and factories. They operate 
on borrowed money. These borrowings 
provide a backbone of 
income 
for 
m any life insurance companies, sav­ 
ings banks, trust funds and individual 
investors. These will be in difficulty 
unless the railroads get help. 
The decline in business has struck 
the railroads with terrific impact. A 
few key facts outline the picture:

Incom e has been cut about half 
in the last year—u nder the depres­ 
sion year of 1930.

TiOng before we have traced our ancestry hack that far we 
get more or less dizzy. 
Science, entreating us to accept the ob­ 
vious truth, takes us far beyond our proper depth. 
We cannot 
form any mental picture of things. 
We cannot really convince 
ourselves that those splashy mud-puddles of the infinite past con­ 
tained the seeds of all of the intellect and all of tin* kindness arid 
all of the love and all of the beauty that are in the world today. 
That, very likely, is the fault of our imperfect brains. 
But 
it does indicate that the eternal mystery which enshrouds all hu­ 
man lite is not in the least lessened by the careful explanations of 
the scientists.
